(c) the loss of the allergen content in said dosage form is less than 50% of the 
initial allergen content after being held for 3 months at 25°C and 60% relative humidity, and 

(d) the loss of allergen content from said solid dosage form is less than about 0.5 
ug allergen extract or less than about 0.05 ug major allergen when subjected to a friability test.

6. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 containing from about 2.5 
jig to about 3.75 mg allergen extract. 

7. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 6 containing from about 2.5 
Ug to about 2.5 mg allergen extract. 

8. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 7 containing from about 25 
ug to about 2.5 mg allergen extract. 

9. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 8 containing from about 25 
jig to about 1.25 mg allergen extract. 

1 0. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 9 containing from about 25 
Ug to about 1 mg allergen extract. 
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1 1 . (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 0 containing from about 25 
ug to about 750 ug allergen extract. 

12. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 containing from about 
0.25 ug to about 0.25 mg major allergen. 

13. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 12 containing from about 
2.5 ug to about 0.25 mg major allergen. 

14. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 13 containing from about 
2.5 ug to about 0.125 mg major allergen. 

15. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 14 containing from about 
2.5 ug to about 0.1 mg major allergen. 

1 6. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 5 containing from about 
2.5 ug to about 75 \ig major allergen. 

17. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 containing a dose from 
about 65 to about 15,000 BAU. 

18. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 17 containing a dose of 
about 650 to about 1 5,000 BAU. 

1 9. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 8 containing a dose of 
about 650 to about 6,000 BAU. 

20. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 9 containing a dose of 
about 650 to about 4,700 BAU. 
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2 1 . (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 20 containing a dose of 
about 650 to about 3,500 BAU.

25. (Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 24, wherein 
the allergen content loss is less than about 15 % of the initial content after being held for 3 months 
at 25 °C and 60% relative humidity.

37. (Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 36, wherein 
the loss from each solid dosage form is less than about 0.0025 \ig major allergen.

43 . (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 42, wherein the gelatine 
comprises fish gelatine. 

44. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 43, wherein a further 
matrix-forming agent is mannitol. 
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45. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 44, wherein the ratio offish 
gelatine to mannitol is from about 2:20 to about 20:1. 

46. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 45, wherein the ratio of fish 
gelatine to mannitol is from about 2: 1 0 to about 10:1 . 

47. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 46, wherein the ratio of fish 
gelatine to mannitol is from about 3:5.5 to about 6.5:3. 

48. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 47, wherein the ratio offish 
gelatine to mannitol is 4:3. 

49. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 47, wherein the ratio offish 
gelatine to mannitol is s 6.5:5.5. 

50. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 47, wherein the ratio of fish 
gelatine to mannitol is 6.0:5.08. 

51 . (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 44, wherein the matrix is 
formed from a solution comprising about 2 to about 10% W/W fish gelatine and about 1 to about 
10% mannitol W/W. 

52. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 5 1 , wherein the solution 
comprises about 3 to about 6.5% W/W fish gelatine and about 3 to about 5.5 % W/W mannitol. 

53. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 52, wherein the solution 
comprises about 6.5 % W/W fish gelatine and about 5.5 % W/W mannitol. 
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54. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 52, wherein the solution 
comprises 6.0 % W/W fish gelatine and 5.08 % W/W mannitol. 

55. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 , wherein one matrix- 
forming agent is starch. . 

56. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 55, wherein a further 
matrix-forming agent is mannitol. 

57. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 56, wherein the ratio of 
starch to mannitol is from about 2:20 to about 20: 1 . 

58. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 56, wherein the ratio of 
starch to mannitol is from about 2: 10 to about 10:1. 

59. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 56, wherein the matrix is 
formed from a solution comprising 3-6.5% W/W starch and 3-5.5% W/W mannitol. 

60. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1, which disintegrates in 
human saliva within about 60 seconds. 

6 1 . (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 60, which disintegrates in 
human saliva within about 30 seconds. 

62. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 61 which disintegrates in 
human saliva within about 10 seconds. 

63. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 62, which disintegrates in 
human saliva within about 5 seconds. 
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64. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 , which disintegrates in 
human saliva within about 2 seconds. 

65. (Previously Presented) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 , wherein the 
allergen is selected from the group consisting of tree pollen allergens, weed pollen allergens, herb 
pollen allergens, grass pollen allergens, mite allergens, insect allergens, venom allergens, animal 
hair allergens, dander allergens and food allergens. 

66. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 65, wherein the allergen is 
in the form of an extract, a purified allergen, a modified allergen or a recombinant allergen or a 
mutant of a recombinant allergen or any combination thereof. 

67. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 65, wherein the allergen is 
grass pollen allergen. 

68. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 67, wherein the allergen is in 
the form of grass extract. 

69. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 65, wherein the allergen is 
dust mite allergen. 

70. (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 69, wherein the allergen is 
in the form of a dust mite extract. 

71 . (Original) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 comprising at least two 
different allergens.

(d) the allergen specific assay is an immunochemical allergen specific assay.

(b) each of said solid dosage forms containing the same amount of the allergen.

99. (Original) A kit according to claim 97, wherein the dosage form is a fast-dispersing 
dosage form. 

100. (Original) A kit according to claim 97, wherein each of the solid dosage forms are 
located in individually sealed blisters in a multiple blister pack. 
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101 . (Original) A kit according to claim 97, wherein the solid dosage forms comprise 
gelatine. 

102. (Original) A kit according to claim 101, wherein the solid dosage forms further 
comprise mannitol. 

103. (Original) A kit according to claim 101, wherein the gelatine is fish gelatine. 

104. (Original) A kit according to claim 97, wherein the effective amount of allergen is 
between about 2.5 u.g - about 3.75 mg extract /solid dosage form. 

105. (Withdrawn) A method for treating a mammal patient afflicted with allergy, 
comprising: 

(a) providing a kit according to claim 97, and 

(b) repeatedly administering to said human at least one of said solid dosage 
forms from the kit until the allergy symptoms are relieved, wherein the repeated administration 
lacks an updosing step.

(Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 1 1 1 comprising from 
about 25 p.g to about 0.75 mg allergen extract. 

119. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 1 1 0 wherein the 
allergen comprises a major allergen in an amount from about 0.25 jig to about 375 ug. 

120. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 110 wherein the 
allergen comprises a major allergen in an amount from about 2.5 jig to about 75 ug. 
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121. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 1 1 0 wherein the 
allergen comprises a major grass pollen allergen. 

122. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 121 comprising from 
about 2.5 |ig to about 75 u.g of a major grass pollen allergen selected from the group consisting of 
grass group 1 allergen, grass group 5 allergen and grass group 6 allergen. 

123. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 1 1 0 wherein the matrix 
and allergen are in a solid, non-compressed form. 

124. (Currently Amended) The pharmaceutical product of claim 123 wherein the product 
has a disintegration time of less than +0 60 seconds. 

125. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical product of claim 121 wherein the product 
has a disintegration time of less than 5 seconds.

132. (Withdrawn) A method for inducing an allergen specific immune response in a 
mammal, comprising oromucosal administration of a fast-dispersing solid pharmaceutical product 
that comprises: 

a matrix suitable for fast-dispersion upon oromucosal administration; and 

an allergen in an amount sufficient to induce an allergen specific immune response to 

said allergen in said mammal, wherein said pharmaceutical product is provided in its own separate 

container or compartment.

(Withdrawn) A method for desensitizing a mammal to a major allergen or major 
allergens, comprising administering oromucosally to a mammal in need thereof a plurality of fast 
dispersing pharmaceutical products, each pharmaceutical product comprising substantially the same 
amount of at least one major allergen, wherein said amount is sufficient to induce an allergen 
specific immune response to said major allergen(s) in said mammal, and wherein each 
pharmaceutical product in the plurality is administered according to a schedule of treatment.

gelatin. 

178. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 169 wherein the product comprises non- 
mammalian gelatin.

181. (Previously Presented) A pharmaceutical product for desensitizing a mammal to a 
major allergen or major allergens, comprising a fast-dispersing solid dosage form suitable for 
oromucosal administration, the dosage form comprising a matrix suitable for fast-dispersion and 
further comprising an effective dose of at least one major allergen, the product inducing an allergen 
specific immune response to said major allergen(s) in the absence of an added adjuvant.

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183. (Withdrawn) A method for treating grass pollen allergy in a mammal which 
comprises:

1 88. (Withdrawn) A method for treatment of an allergy which comprises: 

orally administering to a mammal in need of such treatment an oral dosage form 
containing a predetermined effective dose of an allergen for desensitization to said allergy, and 
repeatedly administering the same predetermined effective dose to said mammal. 

1 89. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 88 wherein said administering step comprises 
administering said dosage form at least once per day. 
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1 90. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 89 wherein said dose has a potency of about 65 
to about 17,600 Biological Allergen Units(BAU). 

191. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 89 wherein said oral dosage form comprises 
non-mammalian gelatin. 

1 92. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 90 which comprises continuing said daily 
administration until the symptoms of said allergy in said mammal are relieved. 

1 93 . (Currently Amended) A kit for use in treating an allergy in a mammal which 
comprises: 

a solid support, 

a plurality of solid oral dosage forms, each of said solid oral dosage forms being held 
in a sealed enclosure on said support and each containing essentially the same effective dose of a at 
least one major allergen for desensitizing said mammal to said major allergen. 

194. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 1 93 wherein each of said oral dosage forms 
comprises non-mammalian gelatin. 

1 95. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 1 93 wherein said oral dosage forms has a 
potency of about 65 and about 17,600 BAU. 

196. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 193 wherein each of said oral dosage forms 
comprises between about 0.25 \ig to about 375 \ig of said major allergen. 

1 97. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 193 wherein the major allergen is a grass 
pollen allergen. 
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198. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 1 97 wherein the grass pollen allergen 
comprises from about 0.25 |ig to about 375 |ag of a member selected from the group consisting of 
grass group 1 allergen, grass group 5 allergen and grass group 6 allergen. 

1 99. (Previously Presented) The kit of claim 1 93 wherein the major allergen is a dust mite 
allergen. 

200. (New) The pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 containing from about 0.25 
|ig to about 375 jag major allergen. 

201. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 containing a dose from about 
65 to about 17,600 Biological Allergen Units (BAU). 

202. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 65, wherein the allergen is 
selected from the group consisting of grass pollen allergen, dust mite allergen, ragweed allergen, cat 
allergen and birch allergen. 

203. (New) A kit according to claim 97 wherein the solid oral dosage forms disintegrate 
within about 60 seconds. 

204. (New) A kit according to claim 97 wherein the solid oral dosage forms disintegrate 
within about 30 seconds. 

205. (New) A kit according to claim 97 wherein the solid oral dosage forms disintegrate 
within about 10 seconds. 

206. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 1 0, wherein the allergen is 
purified major allergen. 
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207. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 1 0, wherein the allergen is 
selected from the group consisting of tree pollen allergens, weed pollen allergens, herb pollen 
allergens, grass pollen allergens, mite allergens, insect allergens, venom allergens, animal hair 
allergens, dander allergens and food allergens. 

208. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 10, wherein the allergen is in 
the form of an extract, a purified allergen, a modified allergen or a recombinant allergen or a mutant 
of a recombinant allergen or any combination thereof. 

209. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 10, wherein the allergen is 
selected from the group consisting of grass pollen allergen, dust mite allergen, ragweed allergen, cat 
allergen and birch allergen. 

210. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 193, wherein the allergen is 
selected from the group consisting of tree pollen allergens, weed pollen allergens, herb pollen 
allergens, grass pollen allergens, mite allergens, insect allergens, venom allergens, animal hair 
allergens, dander allergens and food allergens. 

211. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 1 93, wherein the allergen is in 
the form of an extract, a purified allergen, a modified allergen or a recombinant allergen or a mutant 
of a recombinant allergen or any combination thereof. 

212. (New) A pharmaceutical product according to claim 193, wherein the allergen is 
selected from the group consisting of grass pollen allergen, dust mite allergen, ragweed allergen, cat 
allergen and birch allergen. 

213. (New) The pharmaceutical product of claim 123 wherein the product has a 
disintegration time of 30 seconds. 
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2 1 4. (New) A kit according to claim 193 wherein the solid oral dosage forms disintegrate 
within about 60 seconds. 

215. (New) A kit according to claim 1 93 wherein the solid oral dosage forms disintegrate 
within about 30 seconds. 

216. (New) A kit according to claim 193 wherein the solid oral dosage forms disintegrate 
within about 10 seconds 
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
